She is all of 13 but in fourth grade she 
wrote a parody of Tom Sawyer for 
her school and, in fifth grade, she wrote 
a play based on the Civil War, entitled 
Women and War Don’t Mix. 


Lillian Mooney (Sara Callifer), a proud 
housewife, is making her first appear- 
ance for Play Troupe. She studied at 
Fordham University Theater School 
after obtaining her masters in the 
School of Social Service. She has di- 
rected three plays for the Catholic 
Youth Organization and organized 
drama programs for the parishes.
